GOES TO PRIVY COUNCIL 

(EDMONTON, Nov. 24—While ad- 
mitting thet q grave injustice had 
been done, butt hokiing that they have 
no jurisdiction to correct admitted 
‘wrong, the Alppellate division of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta dismissed 
the Ampipeal of Charles EB. Campbell, 
owner and publisher of the Edmonton 
Bulletin, and J. 8. Cowper, special 
writer without costs. 

‘The appeal was the result of their 
conviction by Mr. Justice W. C. Ives 
for contemipt in connection with the 
reporting of the Brownlee inticement 
and seduction case, June 27 last. 

‘On receiving the filed judg- 
ment late Friday, Mr. Campbell 
instructed his counsel H. H. Par- 
lee, K.1C., and 8. Bruce Smith to 
take necessary staps to appeal the 
Judgment to the Privy Council. 

Tt is admitted in the majority judg- 
ment that not only were the defend- 
-ants in the case not properly charged 
with the orime for which they were 
adjudged guilty, but that they were 
denied an opportunity to be heard in 
their ofvn defence and to make ans- 
wer to the charge. 

The appellate division, while rcCus- 
ing to allow the appeal; refused to 
order Campbej]l and Cowper to pay 
the Crown's costs of the appeal.

feasible within the province, even if 
the rest of the country e#tuck to the 
established system, while another 
body wae convinced that any work. 
able plan must embrace the whole of 
Canada. 

In yiew of this difference of opinion 
the folowing letter from Major Doug- 
las to a Provost man, which appeared 
in the Provost ‘News, is of interest:

“Dear Mr. McKay: 

“Thank you for your very inter- 
esting letter of September 9. It 
is very difficult to advise ‘upon 
the Alberta situation from _ this 
distance, because, as I have no 
doubt you realize the problem is 
not primarily q@ technical one, and 
I endeavored to make this as 
clear as possible during my stay 
in Alberta. 

“From tthe conversation I had 
in. Afberta and British Columbia, 
the powers of the provinces aré 
not really very much more exten- 
sive than those of an mre, AP 
county and, taking Wifficulties “of 
‘size into consideration, there is a 
@enuine resemblance between a4 
British county counci] and a pro- 
vincia} legislature. It is technic- 
ally quite possible to introduce 
Social Credit into, say, Yorkshire 
and I should have no difficulty 
in propounding a scheme for that 
(purpose, butt it ‘is, perhaps unnec- 
cessary to sdy that it would be a 
waste of time, as such a scheme 
would not be allowed to be put 
into operation. The real problem 
therefore, is to consider exactly 
how to get such a measure of 
loca] auttonomy as will make it 
possibje to put a technical scheme 
into operation. (Looked at from 
this point of view, you are losing 
the fight in Alberta, You al- 
ready have qa central bank, the 
Bank of Canada, which has’ pow- 

‘ers over all money” matters, and 
I understand that Mr. Bennett 
is endeaVoring to have the Brit- 
igh North America Act so amend- 
ed as to remove any  possijbity 
of any hocal initiative. It is thie 
aspect of the matter that you 
have to concentrate wpon, and not 
either Mr. Aberhat’s scheme or 
anybody else’s scheme for the 
moment, I am confident that 
Mr. Aberhart is doing most val- 
uable work, and if anything I can 
do will assist you, or, in fact 
anyone else to break the tyvany 
of finance, you may be quite sure 
that I will do it, -

On many farms “doing chores", or 
milking cows, feeding pigs, etc., is 
just so much work added to an al- 
ready long day's work, | 
ticularly the case during the rush of 
spring seeding, and again during cut- 
ting and threshing. Many Jabour sav- 
ing devices have been tried, and one 
of the most satisfactory is the self- 
feeder for hogs. Since the “Biitish 
Quota” was started in July, 1932, the 
raising of hogs has been one of the 
most profitable branches of. farming, 
and many more farmers would be 
keeping hogs were it not for labour 
involved. 

At the Dominion Pxperimenta] Sta- 

tion, Lacombe, al] growing pigs are 
self-fed. The advantages of the self- 
feeder are many ’and great. Filling 
the feeder only about once a ‘week 
saves about sixty percent of the lab- 
our of hand feeding. Self-fed pigs 
make around nineteen percent higher 
daily gains, with only about eight per 
< “ more used; and thig ex- 
ra. ‘eral is than compensated 
for by the reduced waste; they .show 
more uniformity of size and greater 
finich than when hand fed. The rea- 
son for this is that where the olgs 
have constant access to ithe feed they 
eat little and often,. ingtead of gorg- 
ing on two or three big meals a day. 
Digestion is much . better, and the 
smaller, weaker pigs are able to get 
their ful] share.

Under 
these clroumetances, it ia mot sur. 
prising that such beaders shouki make 
an claborate defence of their posi - 
tion in presenting their ideas. Tite 
has been done in the petition which 
accompanied the text of the Sasket- 
chewan scheme for marketing of live- 
stock. 

First of all, it is asserted thint ree- 
ulation of the Industry wil] 

Hsh savingw and improvements, elim. 
inate wastage and loss incident to 
haphazard marketing methods, and 
thus enable the producer to pay more 
attention ¢o improving the quality of 

Product, since he wil] be assured 
that all hie marketing’ troubles are 
over. On the other hand, the wcon-. 
sumer is told that he will have e aon- 
tinuity of eupply of a wholesome and 
properly graded and prepared food 
commodity at a reasonable price. Thie 
combination alone seems to cover & 
fair amount of territory, especially if 
it should happen that the consumer 
and ithe Jone eceller differ in their 
views of a reasonable price. 

But the argument does not wie 
there. Packere, transportation com. 
panies, wholesale and retail distrib- 
utors and “all those who have any 
useful service to perform in assemb- 
ling, processing and marketing the: 
product, will, under the plan, have 
the greatest measure of co-operation 
from the producer in making avail- 
able as required continuous supply of 
the product best adapted to marketing 
requirements,” Not only is such co- 
operation handed out in large doses 
to are sometimes referred to as 
“middie-men” but “under the regu- 


lations proposed, each in his relative 


#phere of operution will be enabled 
to receive a fair and adequate return

y rendered 


In this matter of handing out sub- 
stantial benefits to consumer, ‘pro- 
ducer, and marketing agencies alike; 
it is noticed that only one problem: 
has occurred, namely, that of finding’ 
“a starting point by which the Att 
may be made effective over as lange 
an area as possible.” Apparently, 
this problem was not a difficu% one, 
The solution, as submitted in the pe. 
tition, “can best be accomplished by 
utilizing the facilities and organiza- 
tion of the co-opertive in Western 
Canada” In brief the suggestion is 
made that these organizations 
“should (preserve their identy 
and co-operate with, rather than be 
supplanted by, the Marketing Board 
constituted under the Ait.” In other 
words, and sti adhering to the word- 
ing cf the petition “ the plan provid- 
es that the provincial marketing 
board" (whose powers should be not- 
ed in this connection) “should con- 


sist of the Board of Directors for the 


time being of the association in each 
province.” Furthermore, any ¢ex- 
tension to the governing body would 
come about only through “attaching” 
registered non-member producers to 
the most. convenient local of the as- 
sociation. 

Now, if this does not smack wery 
atrongly of compulsion it is difficult 
to know what compulsion means 
What happens, for example, if a 
to know what compulsion means. 
What happens, for example, if a pro- 
ducer does not wish to become “at- 
tached” to a local of the association? 
What happens if, as in the case of the 
Manitoba Livestock Co-operative, its 
own president asserts vigorously that 
Manitoba Mvestock producers “cannot 
accept a compulsory plan nor a pian 
that means 100 percent. contro) of the 
marketing of our products?” 

The sponsors of the scheme may be 
sincere in their belief that benefits 
would extend al] along the line from 
producer to consumer incbusive. 
Otthers may be equally certain 
that the prospect is not near- 
ly so bright as it is painted. Albove 
all, there ds a very decided aversion 
to coercive methods, The scheme 
has been published. It can te anal- 
yzed by anyone who is interested, 
There @hould follow, before and not 
after it is made law, and without any 
high pressure campaign to “attach” 
producers to boca] associations, «a 
poll which would get a plain anewer 
to thé plain question of whether or 
not this scheme should go into oper 
ation, This is surely the proper east.

Nobel -Prize Award 


Three American Physicians Recogn- 


ized For Valuable Work 


Three physicians who reckoned 
their success by the measure of their 
victory over the dread of pernicious 
anaemia were awarded the 1934 
Nobel: prize in medicine. 

Dr. George Mnot and Dr. William 
P. Murphy of the Harvard Medical 
School, and Dr.:.George H. Whipple 
of the University of Rochester, will 
divide the prize. 

It is most unusual for the award 
to go to three persons. The three 
scientists long battled the disease 
which until eight years ago was con- 
sidered incurable. 

“For liver therapy in anaemia,” 
was the succinct summary of the 
award. The three will divide a cash 
prize of 162,607.92 kroner (approxi- 
mately $41,000). 

Dr. George Minot won wide scien- 
tific acclaim by his discovery in 1926 
that liver cures pernicious anaemia 
in human beings. 

While Dr. George H. ‘Whipple in 
Rochester, N.Y., was proving that 
liver had helped clear up cases of 
anaemia in animals, Dr. Minot and 
Dr, William P. Murphy in Boston 
were using liver in the treatment of 
human beings. 

They arrived at their results sep- 
arately, but each has publicly paid

England Entrusted With Making 

Banknotes For Many Countries 

Few machine-made articles are 
turned out. with such care or manu- 
factured under greater secrecy. than 
banknotes, and it speaks highly for 
Britain's integrity, as well as manu- 
facturing skill, that China, Straits 
Settlements, South Africa, Spain, 
Portugal, and Greece all entrust Eng- 
land with the making of their cur- 
rency notes. On arrival at the fac- 
tory direct from the paper mill, every 
square inch of banknote paper, a 
compound of the finest linen and cot- 
ton waste, is measured .up and sub- 
jected to exhaustive tests for. the 
accuracy of its watermarks. Then 
two printing presses lay on protective 
coloring surfaces, after which line 
impressions are éngraved on the 
paper by powerful hydraulic ‘steel 
cylinders. So delicate and myriad are 
these lines that they are the forger’s 
despair. Dried in the factory’s laun- 
dry, where they are pegged up on 
lines in a temperature of 100 degrees, 
the sheets then receive their fifth 
printing, which gives them numbers, 
date, and signature. The guillotine 
cuts them into correct sizes, and fin- 
ally the notes are checked, counter 
checked, and. counted into packages 
of 1,000, ready for dispatch in steel 
boxes.

B.C. Salt Fish 


This Is The Latest Commodity To 
Come Under Marketing Act 

Salt fish from British Columbia 
waters is the latest commodity to 
come under a marketing scheme. An- 
nouncement was made of the ap- 
Proval by the cabinet of a scheme for 
the marketing of salt herring and 
salt salmon produced in British Col- 
umbia, 

The Dominion marketing board un- 
der the Natural Products Marketing 
Act has a number of other schemes 
under consideration, including live- 
stock and poultry schemes for West- 
tern Canada. 

British Columbia, however, leads 
all provinces in taking advantage of 
the act, for besides its salt herring

Of Citizens | Restoration Of The Dead Experi- 
ments Should Not Be Applied 
On Human Subjects 

Raising of the dead is no great 
feat in the opinion of Professor Vel- 
yien E. Henderson, chief of the de- 
partment of pharmacology at the 
University of Toronto, but is a dan- 
gerous practice when applied to hu- 
man beings. 

Dr. Henderson revealed university 
research workers frequently had re- 
stored to life animals apparently 
dead for as long as eight minutes, not 
as a trick to raise them from the 
dead but because success of experi- 
ments often depends on the subject 
remaining alive.
